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BRITAIN’S FIRST FEMALE 
PRIME MINISTER DEAD 
OF STROKE AT 87 

MCT 

LONDON Margaret Thatcher, the grocer’s daughter who 
punched through an old-boy political network to become 
Britain’s first female prime minister, stamping her person- 
ality indelibly on the nation and pursuing policies that re- 
verberate decades later, died Monday She was 87. 

The BBC read out a statement early Monday afternoon 
from Thatcher’s friend and former adviser, Tim Bell, say- 
ing: “It is with great sadness that Mark and Carol Thatch- 
er announce that their mother. Baroness Thatcher, died 
peacefully following a stroke this morning.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron, the current leader of 
Thatcher’s Conservative Party said his country had lost 
“a great leader, a great prime minister and a great Briton.” 

The woman many regard as Britain’s most important 
peacetime leader of the 20th century shook her country 
like an earthquake after moving into 10 Downing St. in 
1979 - 

In nearly a dozen years at the top, she transformed the 
political and economic landscape through a conservative 
free-market revolution bearing her name, Thatcherism, 
which sought to reverse Britain’s postwar decline and the 
welfare state that she felt accelerated it. 

Her policies ushered in boom times for go-getter Brit- 
ons but also exacerbated social inequalities. Such is her 
legacy that every prime minister since has had to deal with 
aspects of it, toiling in the shadow of a woman worshiped 
by her fans and vilified by her foes. 

She ended her days as Baroness Thatcher of Kesteven, 
far removed from her modest birth as Margaret Hilda 
Roberts of Grantham, a historic market town in northeast 
England. 

In between, she accumulated an Oxford education in 
chemistry a London law degree, a seat in Parliament and 
a place in history as the longest continuously serving pre- 
mier in more than 150 years. 

The formidable persona she crafted also earned her 
a string of unflattering nicknames, such as ‘Attila the 
Hen” and her best-known moniker, the “Iron Lady.” 
The latter, from a Soviet newspaper, was meant as an in- 
sult. But Thatcher characteristically wore it as a badge 
of honor, a compliment to her conservative mettle, and 
it was the inevitable title of a biopic starring Meryl 
Streep, who won an Oscar in 2012 for her portrayal of a 
once-fearsome political leader debilitated by Alzheim- 
er’s disease. 




The Reagan connection 


Margaret Thatcher’s increasing de- 
mentia meant infrequent public ap- 
pearances in recent years, though 
new prime ministers still stopped by 
her home to pay their respects and 
invited her to glittering state occa- 
sions. In 2011, she was said to be bit- 
terly disappointed at being too frail 
to attend an unveiling of a statue 
of her political soulmate, former 
President Ronald Reagan, outside 
the U.S. Embassy in London. 

Like Reagan, Thatcher was a 
fierce cold warrior. But it was a “hot” 
conflict that vaulted her into the in- 
ternational spotlight. 

In 1982, Argentina invaded the 
British-ruled Falkland Islands. 
Caught by surprise, Thatcher 
launched a military force that re- 
captured the islands, adorning her 
leadership with victory laurels and 


making her a world figure. 

At home, she relished a fight as 
well, pushing through controversial 
policies that emasculated Britain’s 
muscular but sometimes dysfunc- 
tional trade unions, dismantled ele- 
ments of the country’s welfare state, 
auctioned off public services, and 
encouraged corporate investment 
and entrepreneurship. Her take-no- 
prisoners attitude was highlighted 
by her declaration that Britain’s 
striking coal miners were “more 
difficult to fight, but just as danger- 
ous to liberty” as the enemy in the 
Falklands War. 

Thatcherism proved a potent 
brew of capitalism, patriotism and 
business-driven individualism that 
helped Britain throw off its reputa- 
tion as “the sick man of Europe”-de- 
spite producing mixed results, mct

Cellphones, particularly iPhones, are some 
of the top items stolen on CTA trains. In 
February the CTA reported that while serious 
crime was down 19 percent in 2012, thefts were 
up 16 percent compared with 2011. 

The CTA said many of these thefts were 
iPhones and other electronic gadgets being 
swiped. The act is so common that it has 
name: Apple picking. 

For better or for worse, better cell service 
likely will encourage people to use their 
phones more on the train. That means there 
will be more opportunities for phone theft. 

It was just two years ago that an iPhone 
theft turned deadly— a 68 -year-old woman 
was killed at the Fullerton stop as a thief tried 
to flee the station.

said. “Everyone else is going to be amateur. Some of these peo- 
ple haven’t even sailed before.” 

Camarda, an experienced sailor, hasn’t quite gone as far as 
he’s about to. He’s completed the 300-mile Race to Mackinac 
from Chicago six times but said the distance of this one and 
the length of time he’ll be at sea isn’t his primary concern right 
now 

“The starting of the race is what I’m least nervous about,” 
he said. “The fundraising and the time leading up to it is going 
to be the hard part.” 

That’s because sailing around the world in a yacht isn’t ex- 
actly an inexpensive endeavor. 

“The race itself costs $65,000, plus another eight to 10 grand 
in incidentals while I’m on shore in between races,” he said. 

That’s not the kind of coin Camarda has just lying around. 
Right now, he’s got around $8,000 of his own money 

“I am begging, pleading people to donate money” he said. 


“I’m scheduling events. I don’t have everything set in stone. It’s 
going to be a huge fundraising effort. I have no idea how that’s 
going to go or even if it’s 100 percent going to work out.” 

The rest, he said, is going to come from sponsors, donors 
and a planned klckstarter.com campaign. He has signed up for 
the first half of the race and plans on ceding his spot to some- 
one else if he can’t come up with the rest of the money 

“I don’t want to sign up for the complete thing and take that 
away from someone else,” he said. “I’ll have to find a way, take 
a loan. We'll figure it out.” 

While he knows there are a lot of other things he could be 
doing with $75,000, he said you can’t put a price on the peace 
of mind that comes with knowing you chased your dreams. 

“It seems like a much better alternative than spending the 
next 10 years sitting behind a desk,” he said. 

It also means leaving behind his girlfriend of nine months.

Chicago ‘gaymers’ 
aim to take on world

It Started at some three-day gaming sessions 
with a small group in Jason Hopwood’s apart- 
ment. 

Now, Hopwood is looking to raise $15,000 
to spread the popularity of Chicago’s “gay- 
mer” community around the world. Gaymer 
Nationals, the group he established to fund 
“gaymer” communities in other cities, has be- 
come a second job for the 33-year-old Lincoln 
Square resident. It’s grown from small, gam- 
ing-centric gatherings to attracting hundreds 
of members of the LGBT community from 
around the world. 

“We’re queer nerds, that’s what we are,” 
Hopwood said of Chicago’s “gaymers.” “It’s a 
bunch of gay guys and girls that like gaming.” 

The idea for “gaymer” meetups first came 
to Hopwood from a thread on Reddit two 
years ago. Many people in Chicago had been 
talking about a gaming-focused gathering, but 
no one was willing to organize. So, Hopwood 
offered his apartment. The three-day sessions 
quickly gained a reputation and began attract- 
ing like-minded members of the LGBT com- 
munity from around the state and, eventually, 
from across state lines and across the globe. 

“I had no idea that it would turn into what 
it’s turned into,” he said. “People asked, ‘Can 
you help build this and make it bigger?’ That’s 
what I am trying to do now.” 


Hopwood has launched an Indiegogo cam- 
paign to raise $15,000 to support local events 
in Chicago— which so far he has been funding 
out of his own pocket— as well as to establish 
“gaymer” communities in other cities. He said 
the group has helped members of the LGBT 
community find like-minded companionship 
they might not be able to find in their home- 
towns. 

“I think it changes people’s lives,” he said. 
“I’ve seen guys who are 24, seen them come 
out of their shell. ... They can fully be who 
they are; it’s amazing to watch.” 

The group’s next big event, Gaymer Na- 
tionals, will be July 19-21 in Chicago. Some of 
the events include a “Death Rally”— which 
pits the “gaymers” against Chicago’s athletics- 
focused LGBT group “Gaybros” in a combo 
of sporting and video-game competitions — 
as well as a board game gathering and social 
events. 

In the past, most of the donations people 
have given to Hopwood for hosting the 
events have been donated to LGBT causes in 
the Chicago area, like The Trevor Project, an 
organization that focuses on suicide preven- 
tion in the gay community 

“I hope that we can give a ton back; that 
would make me so happy,” he said. “There’s 
so many underserved charities out there, it’s 
unfortunate.”
